FEEDING FOR EGG PRODUCTION 


(By F. W. K azm eier) 
Feeding ’poultry fo r egg-production 
is both a science and an art. 
Common 
sense m ust be used in addition to a 
balanced ration. 
All of these w ill, 
however, m ake hens lay u n ites th©} 
have been bred fo r th a t purpose. 
A 
hen bred to lay eighty eggs in a year, 
will not lay m any m ore, regardless 
of how well fed or how favorable 
the environm ents m ay be. 
In this 
pam phlet we will confine ourselves 
to methods of feedings and care th a t 
will induce an ex tra egg-production. 
assum ing th a t we have a flock th at 
has been bred for egg-nroduction and 
carefully culled, fo r the purpose of 
elim inating all w eak, 
inferior 
and 
poor layers. 
It is true th a t hens on an average 
are not laying h alf as m any eggs 
as they should. Proper feeding would 
do much to bring about a change of 
this condition. 
One hen fed a balanced ration, at 
o E xperim ent Station, laid 259 eggs 
'n one year. A nother hen in the sam e 
pen, with sam e environm ents, fed the 
'am e ration, laid only sixty eggs in 
one year. 
The form er had inherited 
egg-laying qualities while the la tte r 
had not. 
It is necessary to feed a balanced 
ration, because the egg is m ade up 
of different proportions. 
She cannot 
adjust the composition of the feed 
to the composition of the egg. 
If she 
is fed enough w ater and fa t to m ake I 
an egg. but not enough protein and 
m ineral m atter, all she can do is to i 
w ait until she gets the necessary pro -1 
tein and m ineral m atter. 
Som etim es; 
sre is forced to w ait along tim e. Many 
a Texas hen is w aiting fo r those tw o' 
very things today. 
If your hens are; 
not laying, possibly it is because they 
are w aiting fo r som ething. 
A good 
poultry man is as careful to guard 
against hens standing idle fo r lack of 
m aterial as a good superintendent of 
a factory running short of m aterial, 
thus forcing an overhead labor ex-i 
pense. 
In feeding fo r egg-production. a1- j 
ways rem em ber th a t it takes a fa t; 
hen to be a laying hen, and it meant. 
Hberal feeding to have the fowls in 
good condition. 
A hen in poor ro n d i-; 
tion cannot 
produce 
eggs. 
Some 
feeds are b etter adapted for egg-pro­ 
duction. 
This is only another reason 
why profitable egg-production R e­ 
quires the feeding of a balanced r a ­ 
tion. 
W hen feeding fo r egg-produc­ 
tion, we generally confider a ration 
th a t has 4.6 tim es as much carbohy­ 
drates and fa t as protein, a balanced 
ration. 
We have found th a t, fo r one reason 
or another, a certain am ount of ani­ 
mal protein is necessary 
in 
e v e ry 1 
good egg-laying ration. 
The 
sam e; 
applies to m ineral m atter. 
This ani­ 
mal protein is found in milk, cottage 
cheese, beef scraps, green cut bone.; 
m eat, bugs and insects. 
It has been fairly well established) 
th at the dry m ash in non-w asting and 
non-clogging hoppers is the m ost sat 
B f actory w ay of feeding the dry m ash 
It a t least gives the fowls a small 
chance to balance th eir own ration, 
which is highly desirable. 
The dry 
mash m ixture m ust he depended upon 
very largely to furnish the food con­ 
stituents th a t go into the form ation 
of an egg. 
F o r this reason this m ix -1 
tu re should alw ays be prepared w ith 
care. 
It should alw ays be reasonably 
rich in protein. 
A bout 
tw enty 
to ' 
tw enty-five per cent of the dry mash 
T exture should consist of some high 
grade poultry beef scraps. T here are 
of course, some exceptions to this 
rule. 
W hen the drv m ash contains a 
large percentage of such feeds as pea-; 
nut meal or cottonseed m eal, it may 
be necessary to reduce the beef scrap 
content from 15 to SO per cent. 
Green cut bone, when it can he fed, 
before becoming tainted, m akes a de­ 
sirable food fo r laying hens, h u t when 
it costs alm ost as much us beef scraps, 
it is too expensive, because it con­ 
tains too much w ater. 
Three ounces 
per hen a week is about the proper 
am ount. 
Green food is another very im port­ 
ant essential for laying hens. 
They 
should have all they will consumo. In 
Texas, especially in the Southern p art, 
it is possible to have a green pas­ 
ture for tile hens tho year round 
Keep before them all the tim e, in 
W hen it gets dry, we recommend ir­ 
rig atin g a small patch to provide a 
green pasture. 
aO ts m ake a deair- i 
able green food, w here it will not 
w inter kill. 
Rye is to be recom m end­ 
ed for the colder sections of the S tate 
Beets, turnips, all kinds of vegetables., 
silage, cabbage, clover, etc., all are 
desirable green feeds fo r fowls. 
O yster shell, 
g rit 
and 
charcoal 
should alw ays be kept before the 
fowls. 
A dish of skim nnlw, and a dish full 
of w ater should alway* be available. 
N ever m ake any 
sudden 
changes 
in the ration or method of feeding, 
A good way of feeding hens for 
egg-production ii* som ething as fol­ 
low*: 
E arly in the m orning '.rive a very 
sparing feed of corn, w heat, k afir or 
mile, or some sim ilar grain. 
a good dry m ash hopper, the following 
m ixture: 
50 lbs. w heat bran. 
50 lbs. w heat m iddling or shorts. 
50 lbs. corn meal. 
50 lbs. ground milo. 
IO lh*, cottonseed meal. 
IO lbs. peanut meal. 
50 lbs. best grade poultry beef scrap 
I lh. salt. 
About an hour and a h alf before 
sunset, give another feeding of grain 
in the litter. 
At this tim e give them 
all they will eat; In fact, ju st a little 
more. 
It is very im portant th at the 
fowls go to roost w ith a full cro p .1 
All of the above should be supple- i 
moated w ith milk and w ater in sep­ 
arate dishes. 
Give them green food, 
grit and oyster shell.

Below is a text of the remarks of 
Hon. Leonard Tillotson president of 
the F irst National Bank at Sealy, 
.setting forth the work of the Brazos 
River Reclamation Association at the 
meeting held in 
Bryan on June 7: 
“The proLlem of flood control is rn 
part the problem of the ages of civ­ 
ilized history; of man adapting him­ 
self to those forces of nature which 
he cannot control, and of bending 
other forces to the beneficient pur­ 
poses of his will. 
Our problem to­ 
day is in no small part that of de­ 
veloping the constructive ability to 
turn the resources of nature from de­ 
structive forces into agencies of tre- 
menduous good to the common wel­ 
fare. 
In the richness in extent and 
variety of its natural 
advantages. 
Texas is peculiarly and abundantly 
blessed. The problem of flood control 
and reclamation illustrates, perhaps, 
more distinctively 
than would the 
consideration of any other issue, the 
great diversity of topographic, cli­ 
matic and soil conditions of the State 
and the greatness and variety of the 
sources of wealth with which nature 
has endowed our people. 


“The history of legislation in Texas 
to deal with flood control indicates 
the growth of interest in the subject 
and the changing views that study 
of the problem has brought. The first 
legislation was for authority to con­ 
struct levees in small districts, limit­ 
ed to one county- This was the stage 
of the public expression up to the 
disastrous overflow 
in 
all 
Texas 
streams in December 1913. 
That ex­ 
perience taught the lesson that wat­ 
ers unrestrained throughout the ex­ 
tent of the river water sheds would 
from time to time reached too great a 
volume to be controlled 
by 
levees 
built here and there, independent of 
each other, and without consideration 
of the effect upon the other lands 
subject to inundation. 
The overflow 
of 1913 gave rise to the organiza­ 
tion of the Brazos Valley Improve­ 
ment Association, and similar asso­ 
ciations in eight or nine other river 
watersheds. 
The Brazos Valley Im­ 
provement Association with the co­ 
operation of the Colorado N alky As­ 
sociation and others 
was responsi­ 
ble for the creation by the House of 
Representatives of the National Con 
gress of a standing 
committee 
on 
Flood Control .and the awakening of 
the federal government to the ser­ 
iousness of the problem of controll­ 
ing these forces in their destructive 
form, and of making them agencies of 
public advantage. Congress, however, 
has done little up to this time. 
The 
federal government can do little until 
the people, acting through their state 
governments 
invite co-operation and 
direct the way. 
It in in the State 
Legislature that constructive policies 
of this character must he developed. 
“In 1916 the public sentiment had 
advanced to that point in the con- 
-(ideration o fthe flood control prob­ 
lem that the late Col. W. W. Scley, 
as president 
of the Brazos Valley 
Improvement 
Association, 
invited 
other associations and individuals in- 
legislature with the power to enact 
statutes capable of setting in motion 
all governmental agencies necessary 
to work out constructive and com­ 
prehensive plans for reclamation of 
the semi-arid lands or lands need­ 
ing irrigation for agriculutral pro­ 
duction, in connection with the control 
of the flood waters that bring de­ 
struction to the lower reaches of the 
•iver watersheds. 
"Legislatures, like men are prone 
o do the expedient thing. 
To put 
off to another day the great task of 
building solidly on firm foundation. 
The enactment of legislation that es­ 
tablishes a great constructive State 
policy of a rare occurrence. 
The 
adoption by the people of the con­ 
servation and reclamation 
amend­ 
ment was the most constructive dec­ 
laration of publjc policy since the 
present constitution.

It was my 
privilege to assist in the preparation 
}f this amendment and to introduce 
st in the Legi-Uture and secure its 
submission to the people in 1917 at 
an election at which no other amend­ 
ment w-as voted upon. 
This amend­ 
ment adopted in 1917 known as the 
conservation and reclamation amend­ 
ment, was the first declaration by 
the state of Texas of a great state 
K ilic y for the conservation of all nat­ 
ural resources, and for their devel­ 
opment in the interest of all the peo­ 
ple. 
It is believed the broad pro­ 
visions of this amendment clothe the 
ties of working up a continuous sy s­ 
tem of levees under many indepen­ 
dent districts, would require too long 
and prove too uncertain for depen­ 
dence.
